CITRUS MEN TO SELL 


THEIR OWN PRODUCTS 


Porterville, April 17k*-Declarlrtg that 
the retailers of the East are making an 
exhorbitant profit in handling Califor­ 
nia citrus fruits and that the jobbers 
arc "playing with the orange growers' 
money," the Porterville Citrus Asso­ 
ciation today took initial steps towards 
the creation of a system of direct re­ 
tailing of oranges, lemons and grape­ 
fruit. 
, 


At a largely-attended meeting of the 
orange growers resolutions were adopt­ 
ed calling on the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers' Exchange and all exchanges 
and associations affiliated therewith to 
call a mass meeting of orange growers 
to be held as soon as possible in Los 
Angeles, at which t'mc plans for estab­ 
lishing a retailing system will bo dis­ 
cussed. 


It is roughly proposed that the Fruit 
Growers' Exchange organize a retail 
selling agency through which retail 
stores will be maintained, in the larger 
cities throughout the United 
States. 
These stores would also supplant the 
fruit jobbers through direct distribu­ 
tion of fruit to the smaller dealers in 
smaller cities. 


While that phase- of the question was 
only incidentally discussed it was sug­ 
gested that if the details of the plan 
are worked out it may be possible to 
include in these chain stores a system 
for handling all kinds of California 
products, including canned goods, rais­ 
ins, deciduous fruits and nuts, and by 
this means keep the stores open the 
year around. 


The movement toward retaU mor- 
keting by growers' agencies is growing 
rapidly and has the complete support 
of the orange men of this district. Word 
has been received here that various of 
tho Southern California 
associations 
nre at work on the plan and that they 
have also adopted resolutions asking 
tho exchange to tuke up some method 
of eliminating the middleman.

others, The stock on hand as of April 
1, 1915, is approximately, according to 
these advices, 300,000 bags, figured on 
80-lb. basis, which is at least 250,000' 
bags .more than at the .same time .in 
1014. 
Thoro is no particular demand 
ust at the present moment, although a 
few inquiries are coming in. The total 
shipments during March from tho en- 
tiro Ventura section amounted to only 
about 25 cars, which is practically noth­ 
ing compared with what has been going 
out recently. 


Growors, who control the majority of 
tho unsold benns, are 
holding 
their 
stocks and they are tho ones who will 
put the price on thorn. The lowest sale 
made within the past few weeks by a 
grower that we learn of is a carload 
at $4.90 f.o.b. 
Limns have been heard 
of recently as offering in New York 
from second hand on a basis of $5.50 
there. Deducting from this the lowest 
possible steamer freight and cost to 
get the goods to steamer shipping point, 
this price figures less than $5 at point 
of origin here, and consequently such 
Sellers Enst are sacrificing their earlier 
purchases. This makes business on the 
coast, which at present is on a higher 
parity, necessarily slow. Eastern hild- 
ers apparently want to turn their Limas 
into money.

DO SOME FXGUEING 


In this issue you will find a statement of retail orange prices, the av­ 
erage being taken from many points in the East on the first of this month. 


In a city like Chicago, for instance, the California Trait Growers' Ex­ 
change takes the prices being charged by ten or fifteen of- the largest re­ 
tailers on the first and fifteenth of each month, collecting data at the same 
timo to show how the prices on those days compare with previous days and 
weeks. 
This data is not taken from the high class " f a n c y " grocery stores, 
nor is it tnken from the low-price Greek and Italian peddlers. 
I t 
is 
taken 
from the dealers who supply the average American family with provisions. 


This data should effectually settle the question of how much the con­ 
sumer Is paying for the fruit, but it probably will not do so, as few people 
take the ^ime to read statistical reports. 
Although the Exchange has for 
some time compiled this data on retail prices, we have still continued to hear 
stray reports of exceptionally high retail prices in variance with the results 
of investigation. 


But, by going into these figures printed on another page, you will find 
that, although the retail prices arc not nearly as large as commonly reported, 
they are large enough so that there is quite 
a 
good 
margin 
between 
the 
amount paid for the fruit on tracks in the East and the amount which the 
box of oranges aggregates at consumers' prices. 


Tor two years, Manager Powell has been telling us that the most ser­ 
ious discrepancy was to be found after the broker had handled the fruit, and 
these figures would indicate, that this is founded on good authority. 


That is why there should continue to be a wide and comprehensive in­ 
vestigation. 
The exchange is investigating all 
the 
time. 
The 
rancher 
should assist. 


During the quiet season, now that the navels are marketed and before 
the Valencias begin to make business, there should be a committee of hard- 
headed ranchers appointed, comprising, say, one hundred or more, and this 
committee should sit as a grand jury on all the evidence concerning markets 
that can be obtained. 
Such a committee should carry the investigation to an 
exhaustive length. 
Six months is not too long for such an investigation, with 
meetings at least each week. 
The eastern agents of 
the 
California 
Fruit 
Growers' Exchange should be summoned before 
this 
committee, 
not to 
make speeches, but to answer questions. 
If changes cannot bo made for the 
better,' then, at least, the ranchers will have learned this to be a fact. 


Study carefully the compilation of figures on another page, and do 
some figuring on your own account. 


A N E W BASIS POE THE COUNTY TAX LEVY 


After a, careful consideration of property Values in Los Angeles county, 
the assessor, Ed Hopkins, has announced that there'will be a complete re­ 
adjustment of valuations during the next six months. 
This Is brought about 
largely through the fact that California has for some time tended toward in­ 
flation 
in values, brought about by an excess of optimism and a seeming de­ 
sire t o look too far into the future. 
A good deal of the property in Los Ange­ 
les county is rated too high. 
C. C. Chapman, in a speech in Covlna last week, 
said that much of tho citrus property was too highly prlcod, and that it was 
too groat a strain on the property toproduco a profit commensurate with the, 
supposed values. It is extremely hard work in these times to make an orange 
grovo produce a fair percentage of profit when the owner figures his invest­ 
ment at $3000, $2500, or even $2000 an aero*. A fair estimate of the value of 
land can only be obtained from its net earnings ovor a period of at least 
ten years. 


Many citrus orchards that have previously been paying a profit on a fix­ 
ed valuation are now in a period of deterioration. On the other hand, of course 
there are orchards that are increasing in value through age and care. 
Hence 
tho necessity for a thorough readjustment of valuation. 


Nearly all the walnut a croago In the San Gabriel valley is increasing 
in value becauso it is coming into greater boaring ability through age. Some 
alfalfa lands are worth loss than they were five yoars ago. 


Hopkins has inado a very wise decision in his determination to make a 
complote readjustment, 
It is high time we facod facts instead of 
fictitious 
generalities. 
We will all feel hotter if we lower valuations to the point where 
the land can produce a fair percentage on investment. 
We cannot make val-1 
lies by dreaming them. The time has gone whon ,tho real estate man can talk 
large and in general 
figures. The buyer demands packinghouse recoipts upon 
which to base valuations. 
This is right. 
There should' not he any statement 
made about the production of land that cannot be backed up by cold facts. 


And no doubt when Mr. Hopkins begins to probe Into the valuo of 
orchard lands he will insist on seeing tho packinghouse receipts; he will insist 
on fertilizer bills and cultural costs. The rancher should be able to show a 
set of books as well as any businss house. 
And then we will not be so often 
accused of inflating land values. 


The board of supervisors have appropriated $20,000 for this work and 
Mr. Hopkins has Informed this paper that he will visit every community and 
will ask the personal cooporation of tho property-owners for their assistance 
In arriving at a fair and equitable assessed valuation.

The fact that 0. 0. Chapman of Pullorton pays 5 cents per box for tho 
packing of his fruit in his own packing house whon othor packing houses gen­ 
erally avorage about half that much; the fact that he pays from 25 to 50 
cents more per day for labor in his orchards than do other ranchers In the 
citrus business, and the fact that ho 1B one of the most consistent of mon in 
advocating intelligent 
and high-class labor in the citrus^ business, should 
absolve him from any class bias when ho says that he bolieves that citrus 
cultural methods must inovitably bo cheapened unless we can have a higher 
tariff. 


In his speech recently in Covlna, Mr. Chapman predicted that the cit­ 
rus Industry of California would come down to an operating basis similar to 
the one in Sicily and Italy and Spain, UNLESS T H E TARIFF WALL WAS 
BUILT UP. In those countries tho labor is employed at less than half of 
what it is here. 
Wo cannot compote with them, all othor things being equal, 
ho says. 


It won't do to criticise Chapman by saying that his sentiments in this 
respect are un-American. 
He 1B simply stating what would inevitably becomo 
a fact. 
He says it ia not a rosy picture 


If we can't raise oranges with American labor, then the oranges will 
either be raised with the aid of cheap foreign labor, or, as Mr. Chapman says, 
the cheap foreign labor will eventually acquire tho groves and operate thom 
with their countrymen as workmon. 
It amounts to the same thing either way, 
I t would not 
be the 
first 
American industry that underwent this unde­ 
sirable change nor Indeed tho first industry in the state, as 
witness, 
the 
grape-growers. 


This is the reason why we can't make citrus by-products in competition 
with foreign countries. 
These are Just plain facts and cannot be answered by 
appealing 
to unthinking 
class prejudice.

Sacramento, Aprjl 14, 1915; 
Puente Journal, Pucntc, Cul., 


Gentlemen: 
Referring to my assem­ 
bly bill No. 1488, An Act providing for 
the purchase of a site upon which to 
erect a branch state prison and reform­ 
atory, and asking for an appropriation 
therefor: 


The prison and reformatory is to be 
located in one of the eight southern 
counties. 
I believe that the establish­ 
ment of a prison and reformatory in the 
southern part of the state would save 
the state many thousands of dollars in 
the transportation of prisoners. 
And 
then again, it now should 
interest the 
whole of the southern part of the state, 
owing to the fact that the Meek Con­ 
vict Labor Bill has been passed by both 
the house and senate, and as I under­ 
stand, will be signed by the governor 
without doubt. 
This convict labor bill 
provides for the working of prisoners 
on the state roads. Supposing a prison­ 
er was sentenced from 
Los 
Angeles 
county: he woidd have to lie taken to 
the penitentiary either at Folsom or 
San Quentin; then, if he wanted him to 
work on the roads in the southern part 
of the state, they would have to pay his 
fare back again. So you see, the south­ 
ern part of the state would get, but very 
little benefit out of this convict labor 
on our state roads, unless we had a 
prison and reformatory in the southern 
part of the state. 


I am forwarding to each paper and 
member of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce in Pomona valley a copy of 
this letter, bringing the matter to their 
attention, anil I wish that each one 
would write a letter to (-very member 
of the assembly-and senate and request 
that, they support this bill. 
This mat­ 
ter will have to be taken up as soon as 
possible, ns the time is getting short, 
so T hope that yon will get busy imme­ 
diately and see what you can do.

Manager Griswold of the Exchange 
said yesterday that the season was clos­ 
ing about three weeks earlier than last 
year, this being the case all over the 
fruit districts. A few houses equipped 
wit'i precooling facilities will.make late 
shipments. The early closing of the sea­ 
son means an early beginning on the 
Valencia crop, Mr. Griswold thinks, al­ 
though this will, of course, be govern­ 
ed by price and demand. 


Mr. Griswold said that he .could fig­ 
ure out no possible reason for shipping 
Valencias in competition with navels, 
although a few carloads of Valencias 
have already gone forward, .shipped by 
independent houses.

The enthusiastic merchant, having secured a line of goods, of 
real merit at an attractive price, is eager arid anxious to pass pn 
the good news to his store's friends—and thus, often, his-"ads" may 
sound a little extravagant in statement, the educated reader of 


"ads" 
knows, however, just how he feels—can detect the true note 
in advertising from the false, even though both should be struck in' 
big space and big type, with equal enthusiasm. • 


No good store will ever be insufficiently advertised unless "the 
interest in his store is at a low ebb on the part of the merchant. 
And wHen a merchant's interest in his advertising lags, his store's 
usefulness will soon be impaired—for the advertising is the Vkey."
